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Legiflature thereof may direét, a number of elestors, 
equal to the whole number of Senators and Repre- 
fentatives to which the State may be entitled in the 
Congrefs; but no Senator or Reprefentative, or 
perfon holding an office of truft or profit under the 
United States, thall be appointed an eleAor. 

The eleGors thall meet in their refpective States, 
and vote by ballot for two perfons, of whom one at 
leaft thall not be an inhabitant of the fame Stare 
with themfelves. And they thall make a lift of all 
the perfons vored for, and of the number of votes 
for eaeh, which lift they thall fign and certify, and 
tranfmut fealed to the feat of the government of the 
United States, direfled to the Prefident of the Se. 
nate. The Prefideat of the Senate hall, in the 
prefence of the Senate and Houfe of Reprefenta- 
tives, open all the cerrificates, and the votes {hall 
then be counted. The perfon having the greatelt 
number of vores thall be the Prefident, if fuch num- 
ber be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed ; and if there be more than one who have 
fuch majority, and have an equal number of votes, 
then the Houfe of Reprefentatives fhall immediately 
choofe by ballot one of them for Prefident ; and if 
no perfon havea majority, then from the five higheft 
on the lift the faid Houfe fhall in like manner choofe 
the Prefident. But in choofing the Piefident, the 
votes ‘fhall be taken by Srates, the reprefentation 
from each State having one vote ; a quorum for this 
purpofe thall confift of a member or members from 
two-thirds of the States, and a majority of all the 
States hall be neceffary to a choice. In every cafe, 
after the choice of the Prefident, the perfon having 
the greateft number of votes of the electors thall be 
the Vice-Prefident. But if there fhould remain 
two or more who have equal vores, the Senate fhall 
choofe from them by ballot the Vice-Prefident. 

The Congrefs may determine the time of chufing 
the elegtors, and the day on which they fhal 

_ No perfon, except a natural-born citizen, or wei- 
tizen of the Unired States, at the time of the adop- 
tion of this conftitution, fhall be eligible to the of- 
fice of Prefident ; neither thail any perfon be eligible 
to that office who fhall not have attained so the age 
of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years a reli- 
dent within the United States. 

Lu cafe of the removal of the Prefident from of- 
fice, or vi his death, refignation, or inability to dif- 
charge the powers and duties of the faid office, the 
fainc thall devolve on the Vice-Prefident, and the 
Congrefs may by law provide for the cafe of remo- 
val, death, refignation, or inability, both of the Pre- 
fident and Vice-Prefident, declaring what officer 
fhall then a& as prefident, and fuch officer fhall at 
accordingly, until the difability be removed, or a 
Prefident thall be elected. 

The Prefident hall, at fated times, receive for 
his fervices a compenfation, which fhall neither be 
encreafed or diminithed during the period for which 
he thall have been ele&ted, and he fha!l not receive 
within that period any other emolument from the 
United States, or any of them. : 

Before he enters on the execution of his office, 
he fhall take the following oath or affirmation : 

* I do folemnly {wear (or affirm) that I will 
faithfully execute the office of Prefident of the Uni- 
ted Srates, and will, to the beft of my ability, pre- 
ferve, protect, and defend the conftitution of the U- 
nited States.” 

Se&. 2. The Prefident fhall be Commander in 
Chief of the army and navy of the United States, 
and of the militia of the feveral States, when called 
into the actual fervice of the United States ; he may 
require the opinion, in writing, of the principal of- 
ficer in each of the executive departments, upon any 
fubje& relating to the duties of their refpective of- 
fices, and he fhall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons for offences againit the United States, ex- 
cept in cafes of impeachment. 

He hall have power, by and with the advice and 
confent of the Senate, to make treaties, provided 
two-thirds of the Senators prefent concur ; and he 
fhall nominate, and, by and with the advice and con- 
fent of the Senate, fhall appoint Ambaffadors, other 
public Minifters and Confuls, Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, and all other officers of the United 
States, whofe appointments are not herein otherwife 
provided for, and which thall be eftablifhed by law. 
But the Congrefs may by lav veft the appointment 
of fuch inferior officers as they may think proper, in 
the Prefident alone, in the courts of law, or in the 
heads of derartments. 

The Prefident fhall have power to fill up all va- 
cancies that may happen daring the recefs of the Se- 
nate, by granting commiflions which fhall expire at 
the end of their next feflion. s 

Se&. 3. He hall from time to time give to the 
Congrefs information of the ftate of the Union, and 
recommend to their confideration fuch meafures as 
he fhall judge neceffary and expedient : he may, on 
extraordinary occafions, convene both houfes, or ei- 
ther of them; and, in cafe of difagreement between 
them, with refne& to the time of adjournment, he 

may adjourn them to fuch time as he thall think pro- 


fhall give | 








per ; he fhall receive Ambaffadors and other public 
Minifters ; he shall take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed, and fhall commiffion all the officers 
of the United Stares, 

Se. 4. ‘Che Prefident, Vice-Prefident, and all 
civil officers of the United States, thall be removed 
from vitice on impeachnent for, and conviction of, 
treafon, bribery, or other high crimes and mifde- 
mieanours, ¢ 

ARTICLE II. 

SecA. 1. The judicial power of the United States 
fhatl be vefted in one Supreme Court, and in fuch 
interior Courts as the Congrefs»may from time to 
time ordain and eltablith. ‘he Judges, both of the 
Supreme and Inferior Courts, thall hold their offices 
during good behaviour, and fhall, at ftaced cimes, 
receive forsheir fervices a compenfation, which thall 
net be diminifhed daring their continuance in of- 

Cc. 

Se&. 2. The judicial power fhall extend to all 
cafes in law and equity, arifing under this conftita- 
tion, the laws of the United States, and treaties 
made, or whiclr fhall be made, under their authori- 
ty ; to all cafes affecting Ambafladors, other public 
Minifters and Confuls ; to all cafes of admiralty and 
maritime jurifdiction; to controverlics to which the 
United States thall be a party ; to controverfies be 
tween two or more States,; between a Stare and 
citizens of another State; between citizeas of dif- 
ferent States ; between citizens of the fame State 
claiming lands under grants of different States, and 
between a State, or the citizens thereof, and foreign 
States, citizens, or fubjects. 

In all cafes affecting Ambaffadors, other public 
Minifters, and Confuls, and thofe in which a State 
thall be party, the Supreme Court fhall have origi- 
nal wurifh@ioa. In ail the other cafes before men- 
tioned, the Supreme Court fhall have appellate ju- 
rifdiGtion, both as to law and fast, with fuch excep- 
tions, and under fuch regulations as the Congrefs 
fhall make. . 

The trial of all crimes, except in cafes of im- 
peachment, fhall be by Jury; and fuch trial thall be 
held in the State where the faid crimes hall have 
been committed; but when not committed within 
any State, the trial thall be at fuch place-or places as 
the Congrefs may by law have directed. 

Se&. 3. Treafon again{t the United States thall 
confift only in levying war again{t them, or in adhe- 

their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
2 9, Mee» conviéted of treafon unlefs on the 
The Congreft” oro ucciare tie pu= 
nifhment of treafon, but no attainder of treafon hall 
work corruption of blood or forfeiture, except du- 
ring the life of the perfon attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Se&. 1. Full faith and credit thall be given in 
each State to the public acts, records, and judicial 
proceedings of every othér State. And the Con- 
grefs may by general laws prefcribe the manner in 
which fuch a¢ts, records and proceedings fhall be 
proved, and the effet thereof. 

Seat. 2. The citizens of each State fhall be en- 
titled to all privileges and immunities of gitizens in 
the feveral States, 

A perfon charged in any State with treafon, felo- 
ny, or other crime, who fhall flee from jultice, and 
be found io another State, fhall, on demand of the 
executive authority of the State from which he fled, 
be delivered up, to be removed to the State having 
jurildiétion of the crime. 

No perfon held to ferviee or labour in one State, 
under the laws thereof, efcaping into any other, thall, 
in confequence of any Jaw or regulation therein, be 
difcharged from fuch fervice or labour, but hall be 
delivered up on claim of the party to whom fuch 
fervice or labour may be due 

Set. 3. New States may be admitted by the 
Congrefs into this Union; but no new State hall 
be formed or erected within the jurifdiction of any 
other State; nor any State be formed by the junétion 
of two or more Statesr or parts of States, without 
the confent of the Legiflatures of the Srates con- 
cerned, as well as of the Congrefs. 

The Congrefs fhall have power to difpofe of and 
make all neeuful rules and regulations refpeding the 
territory or other property belonging to the United 
States ; and nothing in this conititution hall be fo 
con{trued as to prejudice any claims of the United 
States, or of any particular State. 

Sect. 4. The United States fhall guarantee to 
every State in this Union a Republican form of go- 
vernment, and fhall protect each of them againft in- 
vafion ; and on application of the legiflature, or of 
the executive (when the legiflature cannot be con- 
vened) ageinit domeftic violence. 


ARTICLE V. 

The Congrefs, whenever two thirds of both hou- 
fes fhall deem it neceflary, fhall propofe amendm:nts 
to this conftitution, or, on the application of the le- 
giflacures of two thirds of feveral States, fhall call a 
convention for propofing amendments, which, in ei- 
ther cafe, fhall be valid to’all intents and purpofes, as 
part of this con{titution, when ratified by the legifla- 
tures of three fourths of the feveral States, or by 
Conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or 
the other mode of ratification may be proofed by 
the Congrefs : provided that no amendment which 
may be made prior to the year one thoufand cight 
hundred and eight, (hall in any manner affect the fiift 
and fourth claufes in the ninth fection of the firft ar- 
ticle ; and that no State, without its confent, fhall 
be deprived of its equal fuffrage in the Senate, 
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ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and enagements entered ine 
to, before the adoption of this Conftitution, fhallbe 
as valid againft the United States under this con- 
ftitation, as under the confederation 

T'his conftitution, and the laws of the United 
States which fhall be made ia purfuance thereof ; and 
the judges in every State fhall be bound thereby, any 
thing in the conftitution of laws of any State to the 
contrary notwithf{tanding. 
+: The Senators and Reprefestésioes before men 
tioned, and the Members of the feveral State Legif- 
latures, and all executive and judicial officers, bor 
of the United States and of the feveral States, tha 
be bound by oath or affirmation to fupport this con« 
ftitution 5 bat no religious teft thall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trut under 
the Winited States. 

ARTICLE VIL 

The ratification of the Conveations of nine States 
thal] be fafficient fot the eftablithment of this contti« 
tution between the States fo ratifying the fame. |

DIFFICULTIES having arifen in the: Ealt In- 
dies, relative to the meaning and extent of the Thir- 
teenth Article.of the Treaty of Peace, figned at Ver- 

“faiiles-the third of Seprember, one thoufand feven 
hundred and eighty-three; his Britannic Majelty 
and his Moft Chriftian Majefty, with a view to re- 
move every caufe of difpute between their refpective 
fabjects in that part of the world, have thoaght pro- 
per to make a particylar convention, which may 
ferve as an explanation of the Thirteenth Article a- 
bove mentioned : In this view, their faid Majefties 
have named for their refpective Plenipotentiaries, to 
wit, on the part of his Britannic’ Majetty, William 
Eden, Ef; Privy Counfellor in Great Britain and 
Ireland, member of thé Britifh Parliament, and his 
Envoy Extraordinary and: Mini(ter Plenipotentiary 
to his Moft Chrittian Majefty ; ahd ‘on the part of 


 . pis: Mot Chriftias Majetty, the Siewr Armand 


Mark, Court de Montmorin de St Herem, Mar- 
' fhal of his camps and forces, Coanfellor in all his 
Councils, Knight of his Orders, and of the Golden 
Fleece, Minriter and Secretary of State, and of his 
Commands and Fiwances, having the department of 
Foreign Affairs ;. who, after having communicated 
to each other their eae fal powers, have a- 

reed upon the following Articles : rk , 

Oe Kriele. I. His Britannic Majefty again engages 
* to take Such meafures as thall be in his power for 

. fecuring to the fubjects of France a fafe, free, and 
independegt trade, fuch as was carried on by the 
French Eaft India Company,” and as is explained 
in the following articles, ‘* whether they exercife it 

- individually, or as a Company,” as well in the Na- 
bobihip of Arcot, and the countries of Madura and 
‘Tanjore, as in the provirices of Bengal, Bahar, and 
Orixa, the Northern Circars, and in general all the 
Britith poffeffions on the coafts of Orixa, Coroman- 
del, and Malabar. ~ Se 

Art. I. {nm order to.prevent all abufes and dif- 
putes relative to. the importation of falt, it is agreed, 
thar the French fhall not import annually into Ben- 
gal more than two hundred thoufand maunds of falt. 
The faid falt hall be delivered at a place of depofir 
appointed for that purpofe by the Government of 

- Bengal; and tu Officers of the faid Government, at 
the fixed'price of one hundred and twenty rupees 
for every hundred maunds. 

Art. LIT. There thall be delivered annually for 
‘the French commerce, upon the demand of the 
” French agent in Bengal, eighteen thoufand maunds 

of falrpetre, and three hundred chefts of opium, at 
' the price eftablifhed before the late war. 

Art. TY. The fix ancient fadories, namely Chan- 
dernagoré, Coflimbuzar, Dacca, Jugdea, Balafore, 
and Patna, with the tertitories belongidg tothe faid 
fa&tories, fhall be under the protection of the French

Mobunpore, Serampore, and Chittagong, as well as 
the dependencies on Soopore, viz. Gauijurat, Al- 
leade, Chintzabad, Patorcha, Monepore, and Dolo- 
Body ; and fhall further have the faculty of eftablifh- 
ing new houfes of commerce ;, but none of the faid 
houfes:fhall have any jurifdiction, or any exemption 
from the ordifary juilice of the country exercifed o- 
ver Britith fubjects. "9 

Art. VI. His Britannic Majefty engages to take 
meafures to fecure French fubje@s’ without the li- 
mits of the ancient factories above mentioned, an ex- 
aét and impartial adminiftration of juftice, in all mat- 
ters concerning their perfons or properties, or the 

“carrying on their trade, in the fame manner, and as 
*effeétually as to his own fubjects. 

‘Art. VII. Alt Europeans, as well as natives, a- 
gainft whom judicial proceedings fhall be inftituted, 
within the limits. of the ancient fa&tories above men- 
tioned, for offences committed or debts contracted, 
within the faid lmits, and who fhall take refuge out 
of the fame, hall be delivered up to the Chiefs of 
the faid faétories: And all Europeans, or others 
whatfoever, againft whom judicial proceedings fhall 
be inftituted, without the faid limits, and who fhall 
take refuge within the fame, fhall be delivered up by 
the Chiefs of the faid fagtories, upon demand being 

_ made of them by the government of the country. 

Art. VILL All the fubjets of either nations re- 
fpectively, who thall take refuge within the factories 
of the other, fhall be delivered up on each fide, up- 
on demand being made of them. 

Art. 1X. The factory of Yanam, with its depen- 
dencies, having, in purfuance of the faid treaty of 
peace, been delivered up by Mr William Hamilton,

jefty, the reftitution thereof is confirmed by the pre- 
fent convention, in the terms of the initrument bear- 
ing date the 7th of March one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and eighty-five, and figned by Meff.

Conflantinople, Sept. 25. ‘The day before yetter 
day, the Baron de Herbert, Imperial Internuncio: 
embarked his wife and children, in a French frigate 
bound to the Dardanelles. It is feared, that this 
minitter will be thut up in the Seven Towers, in 
confequence of a conference which took place be- 
tween him and the Reis Effendi, a few days ago ; 
at which the latter having {trongly infifted on know- 
ing what had been determined upon during the 
journey to Cherfon, the Internuncio firmly replied, 
“* That he would not difcover the intentions of bis 
** Monarch to any Ottoman Minifler, /hould it coft 
“ him bjs lifer? 

A courier is this moment arrived here from Ock 
zakow, with the news that the Ruflians had aitack- 
ed'the Turkift fquadron ; that the Vice Admiral 
had been blown up in the air ; that two other - fhips 
of the line. had. been burned ; and that the fifteen 
fhips which remained, had been put to flight ; that 
a furious tempeit, which arofe while thefe two ficets 
Were at fea, had done them more- damage’ than the 
combat. \ 

Paris, O. 28. It is faid, that Mr de Brine, our 
War Minilter, finding his health too ‘feeble: to fu 
ftain the weight of duty required in- his office, is 
going to refign that charge to the Count de Caraman, 
one of the moft experienced General officers. 

We learn from Dunkirk, that three. regiments 
are employed to clean out the Port and: Channel of 
that place, the better to facilitate the entry and {ail- 
ing out of fhips. The regiments employed ase thofe 
of Flanders, Conti, and Beaujdlois. 

Difpatches from Madrid bring advice,

Lipfladt, O. 25. The King of Proffa will

That the Duke Louis of Brunfwick fhall have 
fatisfaction, given, and be re-eftablithed in his digni- 
ties: and, 

That the Hague fhall be a place of Sovereign 
Right, and belong to all the Seven Provinces, 

Utrecht, OF. 31. Thefe three days fait pat, 
there has been a great riot in this city, which be- 
gun between the brewers and the foldiers of the 
Hereditary Prince, in which the foldiers wére 
infulted and pelted ; and to revenge thenifelves, 
they broke windows, and otherwife damaged about 
eighty houfes, and the horfe and foot were obliged 
to patrole by night to keep the peace. 

Rotterdam, O@. 28. Yefterday, a grand ball and 
fupper were given here by Mr Crawfurd, his Maje- 
fty’s agent at this place, for the purpofe of celebra=- 
ting the happy reftoration of the Prince of Orange 
to all dignitics, and on account of the projeéed al- 
liance between England, Piufha, and Holland ; 
upwards of two hundred perfons honopred the en- 
tertainment with their prefence ; among whom were 
Sir James Harris, Lord and Lady Beauchamp, 
and feveral people of the firft diftin@ion from the 
Hague, together with the families of all the prin- 
cipal magiftrates of the town, and all the Britith 
merchants. _ 

Sir James Harris, and company, dined at the 
houfe of Burgomalter Groenins, Seignear de Rid- 
derkork, ficuated upon the river Maefe, where a 
great number of Englith and Dutch thips were 

drawn up ina line, extending from one extremity of 
the town to the other 5 the whole forming a very 





fflendid appearance. The Sommodore’s thip, the 
Norval, Captain Harvey, from Greenock, in the 
centte, completely ornamented with flags, together 
with three others in the van and rear, were appoint- 
ed to fire. On the company’s appearing in the bal- 
cony, the fignal was given upon the piver, when they 
were faluted by 36 guns, which was repeated upoo 
their drinking the following toatts : 

The King of Great Britain, 

The King of Prufha, 

The profperity of the Hovfe of Oranges the 
Duke of Brunfwick, and fuccefs to the projected 
alliance between England, Prufia, and Holland. 

‘The ancient cordiality between the Englifh and 
Dutch was moft confpicuoufly manifelted, and every 
friend to the interefts of both countries exulted, in 
the hopes of fhortly feeing that vaion more clofely 
united than evcr.——A fupper was alfo given by 
Mr Crawfurd, at the Englith Houfe, the Black 
Lion, to all the captains who had contributed to 
the harmony and pleafure of a day, which will ever 
be proudly remembered by the well-wifhers to the 
peace, happinefs, and profperity of the United Pro- 
vinces. 


AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE. 


Bofion, Fuly 26. Lalt Saturday afternoon arri™ 
ved in this town, the Hon. Jan Boonen Graves’ 
Efq Conful from their High Mightinefles thefStates 
General of the United Netherlands, for the States 
of North and South Carolina, and Georgia. 

New York, Aug. 2. We have the belt authority 
to aflure the public, that the profpeéts of a Creek 
war is now at an end, That about the rit of July 
that nation fent a friendly talk to the Governor at 
Augutta,‘in which is expreffed the greatelt defire for 
peace. It is faid, that the difpute arofe from a cir- 
cumi{tance of a young Indian, who was held as ho- 
ftage at Augufta, hanging himfelf in April lalt. His 
relations could not be made to believe but that he 
was murdered, anti therefore they determined to re- 
taliate. The partics that were fent out after the 
Indians, are remanded home, and all is calm. 

We learn ‘rom Pennfytvania, that the paper cur- 
rency has fo far fallen a prey to the ivjudicious ca- 
price of the nunieroas clafs of {peculators, that ma- 
ny families of the poorer fort have been greatly di- 
ftrefled. “For afew days not a bill was taken in the 
market, whieh ‘obliged thofe who had po other kind 
of negociable commodity to content themfelvés with 
keeping faft. It has been, crowded down to 25, 
and jr is faid that it now ftands at 15 per cent. be- 
Jow the {pecie par. 

We ‘arn from Virginia, that on Sunday’ nighic, 
the ysth.of july. the County Court and Clerk’s 
Office of New. Kent were burnt down, and all the 
records of the county entirely confumed. 

Charieflewn, dug 6. By a gentleman lately ar- 
rived from South America, we have authentic in- 
formation, that the kingdom of Mexicé is at this in 
faut involved in the mo‘t violent infurre@tions. The 
'ndians,. headed by'a defcendant of the’ celebrated 
Montezima, have already defeated. the Spaniards in 
a pitched battle. The flaughter was general and in- 
lilcriminate, and the remembrance of Spanith bar- 
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Weltern waters, od obferves, that the people there 
of, conceiving this period a favourable one to open 
the navigation of the Muithilippi, have entered into a 
confederation in confequence. What will be the e- 
vent God only knows. 

Richmand, (Virginia) Aug. 11. By a gentle- 
man immediately irom the Back Country, we are in 
formed, that Col. Robertfon, on hearing that a num- 
ber of the Chickamuga uibe were eftablifhing an 
building a town at the Muffel Shoals on the Tenc 
fee, with a view of carrying on a trade with the in 
habitants of New Crieans, aflembled a party to the 
amount of about 150 men from the Cumberland 
Settlement in the latter end of June Salt, and march 
ed in fuch a private manner againit them as to make 
acomplete ‘urprife, killed 41 Indians and four 
Frenchmen on the fpot, and-taok three Indians pri- 
foners, alfo 40 rifles, with the lofs of one man killed 
and cight wouuded. Ip {fearching their huts were 
found tie following articles, wix. 13 trunks of dry 
goods, 1000 weight of beaver fur, a bag of money, in 
gold and filver, fuppofed to contain as much as 
half buthel, a ‘ange quantity of powder and fhot,
